Het wiſhes 
and intentions hit the markes ſhe ſhot at: fo: Carſell⸗ 
gentle, in abundance came to the filt of our ſha : Faulk⸗ 
toner. 

Bo this tune, (winde and weather fauenring him) 
FTeramand is as ſettetly artiued at riſto : us hee de⸗ 
parted cloſely from thence; and ſtepping pꝛinately toa 
deate friend, enquires what newes in the Towne how 
all the na) Ou les did, and what new Wenches were 
come fo Briſtow; fo that in the end by way of merry 
Diſcourſe, and deſtanting vpon other TTomen, he per- 
teiud (but conceal d it) that his iſtreſſe had followed 


him thither, and his heart (leaning to his cld byas) be.

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gan almoſt to lcape 702 toy, to thinke that hee found his 
noble ſu at/hcatt ſo ir e. But then remembzing his 
Wifes ſingle penny , and the Beggers counſaile , hee 
meant to make triall what his Wafes Uenture weuld 
tome to; and ſo putting himſelfe unto ragges hike a 
Begger, with a ſhoꝛt Cudgell in his hand, he found aut 
her lodging, and knock d to ſprake with her. One of her

Apen this he was called vp into her Chamber, and 
ten requeſting to del. uer his meſſage in pꝛiuate; all

V thea (ail ra ed as he was) went in pꝛiuate home 
to his Aike; ſhoe 722 all the miicry round abcut him, 
knew ht; face, hung about his necke, wept fog ioo, and 
enquired what miuichanceſent h. to her in this pittifull 
eſtate. Me tolo her, his Ship was burnt by pirates, his 
Gods taken froin him, his me. lane, and hunſelfe one⸗ 
ly ſcaped with life.

ÞHercupon , ſhee fetches all the bꝛaueries, and coſtly 
gifts that he euer pꝛeſented to her; which ſeene, he ſeiz d

Theobald with infinite thankes fo2 theic vndeſerued 
coutteſies on her part, and vncerpeced on hie, acknoivs 
ledges his lite cucr to be theit debter; and ſo in a very 
thozt time (harung to many golden ſtarres to ſayle bo) 
a wap puta he to Sea: where we wu leaue hun carcfully, 
induſtricuup, and lille a topling Ant, pactuding (uf ict⸗ 
ent in the Dummer of his youth, how to mamtainc him 

in the winter of his age. 

And new let vs caſt our eyes onte moe vpen Ferdi- 
nano and Anmbell, who grew vp in <riltov , (lie two 
faite trecc) lu kedat by all, admited by all, and ioued by 
all. That reputation of his, which ran-3-cround at 
Lon den, is in Britt oe fetchd off ſafely frem ail ſhelfes, 
and landes ; a harlct vndid his koꝛtunes there, a wite 

reſtozes tbem here. Vis foꝛmer Niots, arcnclv turned 
to gerd hes band v, his fraſting in Tauernes, to a cunll 


entertaine ment in his cunc heuſe, his rcauing⸗beyes 
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tompanpes, to a bzaue ſociety of Merchants, and his 
roaging beggerly noyſes of ſcraping Fidlers, tothe moſt 
excciient muſicke of (wat and harmleſſe ſcozies told 
betwerne him and his wfe, oz els, to the cunning touch 
of her hand vpon the ſtringes of her Lute, guided by the 
ecchoes of a rauiſhiung voice, in both of which ſhe exce⸗ 
ded cuen skilfull Puſitians.

| wants on him and his wite ; ſuperfititic of all wozdl;z 
1 bleſſings, thus caſting his youthtull mund into a ſurfet: 
1 ha began not onely to be weary of r ſtau, but of his 
ownc naturall ccunttev, turning with an immoderate. 
and vngueiichable deſire to trauclt beyond the Scas, 0 
come acquainted with the manners, faſhions, and cok, 
ditions bf fo2ten natiens. The bellows that kindled 
theſe flames wit hin him, were the pꝛaiſes giuen to him 
by ycung Merchants and gallants that had trauciled, 
f bf the delicate faces of cther women abroad, of their 
Þ que int dꝛeulinge, cuiicus attires, and meſt bewitching 
complements cut engliſh Ladies, and Merchants wincs 
of London being but courſe creatures, deu dyes and dod⸗ 
dipolle, either to the Germaine Fꝛobw, the french pzcts 
ty, pa lying Padamceiſclle, oz the chetrplipd, wvanten⸗ 
cycd, pln}, Italian, Bena Rebe, end teſides thele 
Spurtes of lengings tlap d to hi hales to ſtt tim gcing; 
his wike (albeit a delitate creature) bee an (after bis 
frenzy ef dꝛeaming after other wemen, thorghheoncuer 
ſaw them net to lame ſ. hanleme in bis ee es ſu e bas 
3 won; 
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wont oz if ſhe did, lett our owne paſture be neuer ſo fatt. 

neuer ſo full, weuer ſuch wholeſome ferding, wee thinke 
our neighbours better, though farre woꝛſe. As in Tas 
nernes. when fault ts foumd in the wine, though there 
be none in it, If the drawer goes but tochange it, and 
bꝛings the ſame againe O cryes all the company, now 
dꝛawer thou haſt gon right indeed: ſo that che ſick part 
about vs is our opinion tis our iudgement is poiſned. 

Ferdinand therefoze beuig thus (as it were) with 
childe to ſee faſhions abꝛoad, could finde no caſe in minde 
oz body untill he fell into Traucll; and fo: that pur- 
poſe, he fraighted a Ship with rich and vendible com⸗ 
modities to be ſent to Venice, and himſelfe to goe as 
Chiefe in her, \ 

His unte was much againſt his going, thee feard her 
bird whom ſhee had kept ſo long, getting now out of 
the Cage, would fly ſhe knew not whither , and 
grow wilde. But he ſhewing many reaſons fo2 his ven⸗ 
turing in perſon, as that it was hard fruſting Fadaꝛs, 
his gaines might be trebled by his being there; the eye 
af the aſter fatts the Yozle ; Jt would beides the 
double pꝛofit, returne to his minde an infinite pleaſure 
to behold other Cities, other people, and conuerſe with 
other Merchants: his knowledge would hereby growe 
perfect, his experience be confirmed!, and that little 
knowledge he hath in the Italian tongue be much bet 
terd, his ambition haunng euer bane to be cunning in 
that language. Theſe reaſons and othere, being put 

into the ballance, weighed downe her fcares, and ſo ſhe 
peilded at length to let hun goe. 6 
Ferdinand ( hauing winde and watc:, a3 ſwift as his 
dine wiſhes) in a ſhozt tune arriued at Venice (one of 
the wonders,fo2 a City, in the woꝛld, as hauing the foun 
dation layd in, and the whole frame of the building r ſed 
out of the editeranean Dea.) Bis commodities being 
ercelbent gd, and ercæding rich, dwelt not long — the 
JtþPC. 
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hippe, But on Siluerpullies were dꝛatone int o Uene- 


pꝛeſentiy: ſs that his purſe was ſcone full, but his eyes 
and longings enipty, ot unoying the Rarities of that re⸗ 
no vned Citie. Some few dayes made him Haſter of 
them all: The Nualta was as familiat to him, as the 


Exchang: un Coznehiil is to Merchants, oꝛ the new 


zurie in the Strand is to Courtiers, and Lawpers: 
aint Martes Church, he knew as well as Paules 
Sta ple, and the Murano, where all the Ven: ceglaſſes 
are made, he viſited moꝛe otten then Vintners doe the 
alage qc uſe in Broadſtreete, to furniſh then lues there 
with thele buttle car owüng bewles. The Arlenale, 
(which is a Sto2r,hcuſe, to arme both men, and gallpes 
with all war like pzomſion) by mony and friendſhip, he 
went into with dere, and came foꝛth with admirat ion. 
The many thouſam ds of bꝛidges, which creſle euery 
ſtræte thꝛough the whole Citie, put him into as much 
wonder, as London bꝛidge did a. Nozthzen man, who 
at firſt gaping at it, ſu oꝛe h thought in his cenſciente 
xt coſt aboue voꝛtie ſhillings. 

is eyes could neuer haue bane blodſhotten had 
they onely fed vpon theſe obieas : as it was no hurt fe: 
him tol a ke vpon ward, and ſtene, and wo2kemen : noz 
to haue bene caryed in one of their Aenctian Gunde- 
loc, rowing vp and dewne the riuer (that embzaces 
the Catie) called the G2zand Canale. None cf theſe in⸗ 
ticing wers carved poiſon in their ſent. No : As be⸗ 
foze in London hæ was inſnars by cne Engliſh whoze, 


ſo here foumd he ten thouſand Genctian Ccurttzans, - - 


the wort ofthem all, houng cztety encuah in her eres 
and behamoꝛ, to inchant him. TWith the butterfly her 


flew from herbe to her be, and from ad to weed, but in 


the end alightcd vpon one, which he libed abe ur all the 
reſt. Here de ſtayed, Bere hee ſet vp his reſt. It was 
a creature ſufficiently faire, hay ſhe bene inditterently 
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god and reſenablyꝗ vd thee might haue bene, but that 
toe cultome of the countrey (which authozizeth Bꝛo⸗ 
thelry) makes her bel aue, it is not finne in her, ſots 
ſell and pꝛoſtitute her body, and in her body her ſo ule. 
Vou talke of the p oꝛe Cat-a-mountaines in Turne- 
bull, wha venture vpon the pikes of damnation fo; 
. Ginglemoney ; and you wonder at the fethered ſtridges 
in Weſtmin ter, Strana, Bloomsbury ec. how they can 
le; where theſe Venetian Madonaes, carry the ports of 
Ladpes, liue in houſes faire enough toentertaine Loꝛds. 
Anto ſuch a lodging was Fer in nde teteiued, vpon ſuch 
a Curtizan did he faſten his lufffull affection, ; 
No gold was ſpared to warme her white hands with 
the fires of ſuch ſparckling Sunne-beames : No muſick 
ke pe dumb by her whoſe voice ſhee knew would entice 
him toheare it. This Strumpets name was Liuia ber- 
ramonti, well deſcended, and therefoze taught by her e- 
ducation, how to winne, und howto hold faſt, when once 
bx had a man in her nets. Her behauiour was plea⸗ 
ſing, her complements courtly, her apparence Stately, 
pct how ftranaly-auarded ſocucr this Caſtle of beauty, 
ſxemed by her cyes, (in ſhew disdainefull) anda tongue 
pꝛoud in parlies, pet croand mounttag his ſtluer ©2- 
dinance, chargde with golden bullets, the Fo2t of wo- 
maniſh frailty, quickly veilded, but vp on this compoſi⸗ 
tiou, that ha ſhould ſuffer no other Italian dane but her⸗ 
ſelle ſhare in her embzaces; ieloʒie is a b ke that all our 
Italian dames, and ſigniozs reade, and if (quoth he) vcu 
euer giue me tauſe to open that b ok ( ſtrung with yellow 
rtbbon) J ſhal give you cauſe to curle niv acquaintante, 
and you wil teach me hercaftcr to hate foꝛ euer an Eng⸗ 
liſhman. Hee told her, ( nay molt vohemently pꝛoteſted, 
by the faith ofa gentleman, and by all thoſe fares bur- 
ning in the bꝛeaſt ofa Louzr,) that ſhe ſhould haue no 
cauſe to ſpeake to hun that language. And ſo, ſhee (be- 


unga Nerchanteſſe fo: the fleſh, and to ſell her ware, as 
dare 
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deare as ſh s teuld hold it vp) agreed with Ferdinand, 
that f 500 crewnes a moneth, bee ſhould Inioy her 
body, her bed, her houſe, and all that belonged to her 
command. The greateſt Pagnifico in Venice (thee 
told hun) would bee glad to beeſharer with two moze,  . | 
andls intoy her by tournes, yet each ot them to allow 1 
her lo poꝛe a Dunne: nay the bzaneſt Clariſſimo, to 1 9 
inioy her, as nom thee comes to hun, (alone) wculd ins 
to her Apꝛon enory moneth caſt a thtuſand crownes, 
but hee being an eng lid man, and gratious in her eye, 
ſye would exas but that Gender hire; It being the 
cuſtgme of Venice, that whatſpeucr a Courtizan, and 
a whoꝛemaſter bargapnes foz, (be it fo2 a dap, anight, 
a wake, a moneth, oz a ptare) thee has law on her ſide 
to retouer it, and make him pay it, and ſhe is his (foz 
that time) as abſolutely as a beaſt bought in &myths 
field, oꝛ a rotten ioynt of mutton ſold at ppe⸗coznet: Mer 
Enamoꝛato being likewaſe (during the tontinuante of 
this agreemẽt) moꝛe ſure of his Jtlia hackney,tha many 
engliſhmen are of their wines, though a heuchold full of 
eyes be fired vpon them; fo; ifſhce fiyes cut'from him 
to any other, an acton at the ca'c here is nothing to 
that caſc, which the Bona roba, ſhall be in there, if once 
ee be found faulty ; moneths, and moneths were can- 
ned in libidinous and adultereus embꝛates, by theſe 
two; Ferdinand, cuer and anon, ſending into England 
ſomedight Italian toyes to his wife with 
p;eſling his great care to increaſe his eſtate, kept hi 
fo long from her, and that the delight hee tw in ſee⸗ 
ing thoſe Cities, and noble entertainement 
amongſt thoſe Perchante, had caryed him vp higher in⸗ 
to the ccuntrey, but that hee weuld ſhoꝛten his iournex 
and cut off much of his imployment, cut of a deũre to 
be agen in the armes of his Annabell. 
Shee god ſoule belieued all this, vpon receipt other 
hu:bandsletters ; but he intended no ſuch matter. Mee 
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was u faſt entangled in the allurements of a Mag. 
ton, and to farre engaged in purſe and reputation to 
get aff without exceding loſſe, if not danger of life. Foz 
when an Italian Strumpet feles her Lever fipung | 
from her, and in diſdaine leauing her, a poyſoned ban⸗ 
quet, 02 a ſtab from a Panderly Brauo, ſanc ends her 
Aſcontentment. é 
But our Briſtow Merchant was to farre plunged in 
affection, to fall off, oꝛ grow cle in deſires to her, vpon 
whole beautiꝛs he did moze than doate : And therefoze 
to ſhew that he was a right Englithaan, who will ven⸗ 
tinc life and litung, and all that hee hath in the world, 
befoze hee will loſe his Mench, hoe not onely (moze 
than his bargaine tyed him, of 500. crounes a moneth) 
had in banquets, coſtly Dinners and Supper, and rich 
new Gownes and CTites fo; her, ſpent 1 wozld of —— 
vpon her: but alſo, (the faſter as he thought to tye her 
to him, though he could not eaſily ſhake her off) hee be⸗ 
towed a company of admirable faire Jewels vpon his 
deareſt Liuia. 

Faire were thoſe Jewels in eutward ſhew (as the 
wearer of them was) but many (oz rather moſt ) of the 
Stones were ceunterfct. Foz Ferdinand, by meanes of 
lr ping company with many bꝛaue Italian Perchants, 
tame acquainted with a Genetian Jew, (whole name 
was Calcb Moſolomon. This Jewe was wondeeus 
wealthy and wondzeus wary, and as wicked in his 
wayes ts get mony (eſpectatly from Chziftianc) as any 
a hts Vebꝛew tribes cculd be. cramand came oft fo 
his houſe, and was as often welcemmed, but this feaſt 
of Jewiſh welcomes ſheuld be papd foz at laſt in the tale 
p the reckoning. Mozelome: had abundance of as coſt - 


Ip, true, and pꝛeticus Joirels of all faſhrens, as could be 
made, oꝛ bet!ght fo2 gold and ſiluer in the world, fog it 
vas his trade to deale with meſt P2tnces in Chulſtex/ 
dome by his Factcurs foz ſuch Commodities; tut as 
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anlongÞt men and women ſome are gd, ſome bad: #4 
Caleb (tur ſubtill Jew) perceunng Ferdinand to be an 
vnthzift, that his Ships rich lading was ſwallowed vp, 
in a Uenetian gulph, (a Uenetian Whoze) and that ta 
fill ſuch a Barne, a fœle carednot , what cozne field h 
reaped, no; from whoſc @heafes he ſtole (were it but a 
handfull) hee ſaw he would enks, and therefoze to rid 
him cut of his pane, hee would tye ſome of his Plum 
mets to his helcs, Ycrcupon, ſhewing one day, to our 
Briſtow Lapidatie (that dealt in none but falſe tones) 
a g odly heape of counter fet Jewels, (as faire to the eye, 
as any that were woꝛne in Italy, and the falſhwd not cas 
ſie to be fcund out, but by a very cunning wozkinan) hes 
liked them ſo well, that betng wondzcus umpoztunate to 
buy them, albcit the Jew held them at an vnreaſonable 
rate, yet he had them foz Time, a Bond being d2awne 
to pay to Molo!omon, double the value, if he had not his 
mony iuſt vpon the day. The match pleaſed them both, 
the Jew laughed in his ue, to ſe how hee had cuer⸗ 
reached a leacherous Chiſhan, and the other as pꝛoud 
ly haſtned to his Italian Yen-Sparrow, to ſhew what 
coſtly and gloꝛious Featherg he had beught to ſtick her 
with; the Jewels were with thouſands of thanks re- 
te iue d, and as many kiſſes payd backe to him on his lips, 
witch he acccpted as a ſufficient ſatisfaction. 

The day of payment foz theſe Jewels being tome, 
the Jew (as buſie as a Kite ever his pꝛey) ſoares cuer 
herdinanas lodging, fill looking when the maney ould 
be tendꝛed: kut a day 02 tiwo being paſt cuer, and ns 
Caſh appearing, Caleb leapes fo2 toy, that new he ſhall 
hare the double: the Fe:fartture ts him would be as a 
feaſt ; a Chꝛiſtian to lye in Pꝛiſon at his Site, was a 
b2aucr triumph than when Ti tkiſh Gallies boꝛd En 
glich Pirates: he ſiweares by his Hebꝛew Cribe frean 
whence he 1s de cended hee will flea him aliue with 
mt.cries, if he hath not his montes: not a Chuſtian 
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Fearthing of Copper, oz Bꝛaſſe, no; not an olve Leaden

* - Zeng driucn almoſt to the very doꝛes gf deſpaire, 
by theſe nuſerics, the laſt refuge her had was toſens 
fo2 his wife frem zriltow, and to perſwade her with 
all poſſible ſpœde to furne all the eſtate he left 
avith her, all his plate, all her chapnes, rings, and 
iewells, yea cueu to ſell all his. houſheld⸗cuñe, to 
turne it into motiep, and if cucr ſher laued him, now 

to —— it, by redoemung him from a nuſerable capti⸗ 
nity: That wozd, if cuer ſhir did leue him, was a 
charme Qrong enough to make her flv gucr woꝛlds cf 
watcrs, and wildernelles of land to ünde him cu?, 
and faund, to ſct him at liberty, and being free from 
gewes,Harlots, hard⸗hearted Chziſtians, to lay him 
in her warme boſame, to fozgiue whats paſt, to vp⸗ 
bꝛapd him with nothing, and in his wants to loue 
bim as dcarely, as cuet ſhe did in his greatcft abum⸗ 
_ And all this did the bertuaus woman ( his 
wake, 


Duppe'e c then you le them both come krõ beyond 
cas 
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eas, nob ſo beaten with windes and wanes, as bitten 
by hunger. Vis diſlalute courſes cauſing all his owne 


friends to (cozne tocaft an eye of pitty an him, and the 


conſtant loue ſhe carryed ta het diſtreſſed husband, ta- 
king from her friends all deüre tohelpe oz comfozt her, 
leſt her eu be a harer in thoa heneuts. Mo that not 
a Sunne-veame of compatſion ſhining from any friends, 
tundaed,0oz acquaintante vpon either of them, in the end 
they both, (by the intorceſſion, and teares, and mode ſt 
countenance of the woman, got tobe truſted with a few 
pipes, a little tomecas, and aſmall narrow ſhop, which 
was both theit halt, bed-chamber, kitchin and Teller. 
This was but a pvze luung fo2 him, that had wont 
to frarght ſij ips with rich connnedities, now ts fit filling 
à pipe of tobacco: and fc2 a penny, that ſingle penny 
comes oft i to his mmde, and vpbzayds hun with his 
tll busbandry. The woꝛld is changed with hun, it uns 
not now 
wont tomake Tauernes roare with the noiſe of gallon 
pots, and drawers to tun vp ſtapres, and downe ſtapres, 
crying anon, anon, oncly at his call, is now glad withs 
out any roarmg oꝛ noyſe-n.atung, to be any maus draws 
er fo2 a pcuny-pat of ale: his baue fires ina Cauernt 
chimney, are tur d to alittle panne of ſmall coales, 
ouer which her ſits blowing, to light his cuſtomers pipes; 
h.s tiotous dinners and Supper are foꝛgotten, and in⸗ 
uead of them, a pve dinner of ſpꝛats, now and then, 
foꝛ fiſh dapes, and aſt@pes Geather 03 a chepes head 
on flechdayes, and very gd chte to: in foꝛmer times, 
neit her her oꝛ his wife ceuld tell what a faſting day 
meant, but now they cculd hardly merte with any other; 
and albeit a man that has euer gon with full pockets, 
centinually fed at full tables, and never felt what want 


vas, could not witheu t much repining, curſing, and diſ⸗ 


daine, vndergde ſo low and wretched a cerrſe of life: 
vet with ſuch a noble patience did his vertucus ms 
F th 


wherles, as once it did: he that was 
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both boare her amme ſoar omwes, and councelled him not to 
ſinck vader his, that hee by her example was as louiall, 
in this his pouerty,as euer befoze he was in plenty, and 
(how great ſoeuer theit wants were knowen to them- 
ſelves) vet would ſhe ſett a god face vont, and not 
once thew a ſad ot heauy countenance, fo? feare to diſ- 
pleate, az diſccmfozt her husband, 

At was a wonder to ſæ, andheare, how people would. 
deicant vpon theſe two, loꝛ their making ſhift to liue in 
this oꝛdet: Some laughed htm to ſcoʒne, aud ſaid, pude 
had now caught a fall, the Peacocks fethcrs were pluc⸗ 
cd, and ſuch like, others were glad to ſæ him take anp 

yonct courſe to liue, conſidering in what high bzaucry 
ger lpꝛead his ſailes befoze, but all perſons (both men 
and women, do mightily conunen) the wife, who in all 
theſe misfaztunes was neuer ſe ne to knit a bꝛow, o:

begger p. It being then brunted vp and downe the City, 
that erdinand, the bzaue young Perchant that came 
from. Briliow, was fallen to decay, and liude in that 
zmeane manner as pau haue heard befoze, a gentleman 
who knew him. when hee was in his Joility, ans had 
taken notice af the ſtate hee was in now, came to the 
Ccurtizan vpen whem he ſpent ſo much in London, 
when he called her ꝙiſtris, and as a moſt ſtrange ncwes 
told het, that her ſeruant | erdinand, (whom che followed 
to riſton) was in London, but exctading poze. A por 
on him quoth hee) ſo when J was in Brit ow, hee put: 
a trick vpon mee, and came like a roague to mie in gts 
plymcut h⸗cloake, and cheated mee of all the rings, Je- 
wells, bzacclets, and any thing of any Uezeh, that cuer 
he gaur me, ſending me home like a ſheepe new fheznc 
with ſcarce any well on my back: why then laid the 
gentleman, has papd in the ſame crackd money, which 
ges doliuered to you ; Ver that ſhaued is new ſhaven,

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and ſs cloſe cut, that what woll, you carryed on pour 
back, J know not, but J feare hee hasſcarce well, o: 
Skin on his back, foz he is ſo pe that his wife and he 
are glad to ke pe atobacco-ſhop : a tabaccofhop (cryed 
his quondam Piltris) D ſtrang. It thall neuer be laid, 
that J leued a man, in his bꝛauery, and would not l Rc 
vpõ him in his necellitv, the inumv he did me at Briſtou, 
J deſetued it, and pardon it: his wzongs F foꝛget, but 
not hum, the many iouiall dayes and nights he and 
haus (ſpent together, ate io freſhly, and da pely veinted 
in my memo3y, that it J ſhcuid not with giadnege call 
them to minde, J would ccunt my (elfe ingratefull. It 
ſhall neuer be repoꝛted that a man, a gentleman, a no⸗ 
ble- minded young fellow, ſpent his money vpon me, 
when hee was full of golden pietes, and let them fly, but 
now hee wants thoſe pieces, and is become pee, J will 
ſpend part of what F hauc, vpon him. This ts not the 
common humoꝛ of mad wenches (ſuch as J am) about 
the Citie, that get their liuung by the labour of their 
thighes, and care not ſo they ſuck mens eftates (like 
their bodies) to the bare bones: Jam altred from the 
creature, à was at Briſtow. and ſo, intreating the gen⸗ 
tleman, to dirca her to the ſhoppe which Ferdinand kept, 
ha making herſe le very gallant, went thither, whom 
hee beholding, blirhed,as red as fire, fo: thame ſhee tame 
vpon him lo vnwares, into ſo homely a rc me, his wife

rung all ill exunacn conceived agatiift. her, and tht 
mali (un:me of money of twenty prices, redeen ing all 
the lawſh ſpending3 pon his gi Kris, and making 
nio0ze amends ta fer iuands wife, then all his rictcus 
layngs cut, did doe her hurt befo2e. 

episfoztumes ſtldome walke alone, and fo when ble”; 
@ngs doe knocke af a mans doze, they lightly ate net 
without followers and fellowes. Fo2 iuit vpcn tyis 
golden vitation (not vſuallp put in pzactice by crea- 
tures of her quality) tame home Theobald, the: parii⸗ 
net from @ea,vpon whom aur Briſtow Perchant ut his 
Mifes requeſt, beſtowed one hunded pound, fo2 the 
god he receiued by the ſingle Penny ; and truſted him 
with another hundzed pound tobe repaved, if euer hea 
uens ſhould fend hun a Boone voyage, that he n ucht be 
able to ſpate it: With thoſe two hundꝛed pounds this 
Farrmer playing the god Huſband beyond the Seat. in

lre a dying fc it was likely, if ever heanen had pꝛo⸗ 


ſpered hun, he would not haue ff swne himſelfe vnthank⸗ 


full to ou og te me, ſc2 the ccuiteſies you and A did him. 
No remety (quety her Huband) wer muſt all dye one 
day, and ſince one of our beſt Cards is out ofthe bunch, 
let vs hu le and cut in the weꝛld as well as wee tan: 
one gd, ttue friend as he was, (teckoning the tree chery 
amoncgft men in theſe _ is woꝛth a rocke of Dias 
monds, and thonoh we are 
let vs two be true to one another, foʒ the lone of man and 
wife is the nobleft friendſhip. 

By this time, dur Parriner, oz rather now gur Per⸗ 


chant, had whit d off thꝛer Pipes of Tobacco, foz which 


he was to pay thzee pence. And drawing out a whcls 
handfull of gotd, told them, he had no white mony, e they 
cauld not change any one peete: pet luking in another 
pocket, her aſked if they n duld take Tokens, yes(ſaid 


Ferdinand) they are as welcome tomee now, as Angeis
